The  1958-59  Pikeville  College  Bears  playing  only  their  second  year  in  the  Kentucky  Intercol- 
legiate Athletic  Conference  compiled  a  record  of  25  wins  and  5  losses  during  regular  season 
competition.  In  the  process  of  compiling  such  an  impressive  record  the  Bears  won  the  conference 
title  with  a  10-2  record.  All  five  Bear  starters  averaged  in  double  figures  for  the.  year.  Butcher, 
22  points;  Mullins,  17  points,  Carroll,  15  points,-  Setser,  13  points;  and  Woods,  11  points.  Mul- 
lins led  all  rebounders  with  a  15  per  game  average  followed  closely  by  Woods  with  14.  In 
averaging  approximately  93  points  per  game  the  Bears  went  over  the  century  mark  ten  times 
and  was  ranked  second  in  the  nation  offensively.
